The Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
(IEPA) has filed suit in St 
Clair County Circuit Court 
against SCA Services, Inc., 
and SCA Services of Illinois, 
to request forfeiture of a 
$300,000 peformance bond.

A study commission, 
chaired by Dr. James 
Nowlan, a former legislator 
and education advisor to 
Governor James Thompson, 
earlier recommended this 
action 

Also recommended is the 
replacement of Regional 
Boards of School Trustees 
with elected policy and 
governance boards for each 
educational service region. 

As with local school 
boards, the elected board 
would be responsible for 
hiring a regional school 
superintendent to administer 
intermediate-level services 
for schools. 

Board members said the 
Suggested structure would 
increase local control and 
accountability of the service 
regions. 

At present, the 57 regional 
school superintendents are 
elected officials, but 
Regional Boards of School 
Trustees have no policy- 
making role in relation to the 


served by multi-county 
regions. 

The board did not 
recommend a_ specific 
number of regions but in- 
stead suggested that the 
number of regions be based 
on criteria which will assure 
efficient, effective and 
equitable delivery of in- 
termediate educational 
services to school districts. 

The board, however, did 
recommend that the Cook 
County Educational Service 
Region be restructured to 


form three regions in Cook 
County outside of Chicago, 
with the City of Chicago” 
treated as a separate region. 
This idea was based on Cook 
County’s dense population 
and the number - of school 
districts. 

The board strongly em- 
phasized in its report that 
Educational Service Regions 
should not engage in ac- 
tivities which are the 
responsibility of local school 
districts, except upon the 
request of a local district 


The board believes that 
statutory responsibilities for 
the regions should allow for 
flexibility in developing and 
administering programs 
responsive to the unique 
needs of each area of the 
state 

Other board 
mendations include: 

The establishment of 
boundaries for Educational 
Service Regions should take 
into account such factors as 
traditional working 
relationships, geography, 


recom- 


roads and highways, 
population and demand for 
services, and the critical 
mass of staff and resources 
necesary to provide the 
services 


—The student population 
of the region should be 
considered the primary 
factor when population 
figures are used as a size 
determinant 

—The size of the region 
should not require travel of 
more than about one hour 


from its center to the ex- 
treme edge of the region. 


The board’s Trecom- 
mendations are based on 
information gathéred from 
public hearings, review of 
numerous studies previously

SPRINGFIELD — An offi- 
cial shift in emphasis from 
rehabilitation to profit-mak- 
ing will be recommended for 
the state’s prison industries 
program by a special legis- 
lative committee 

The group, chaired by 
Rep. Anne Willen, D-La 
Grange, met in Springfield 
recently and heard testimo- 
ny about both the state’s 
prison industries situation 
and the operation of the fed- 
eral prison industries pro- 
gram as it operates at the 
U.S. maximum security 
prison at Marion in southern 
Iinois. 

Ronald D. Shevlin, of 
Caseyville, business repre- 
sentative of Laborers Local 
100 testified at length about 
the operation at Marion, 
which is ‘*100 percent profit- 
oriented," he said, and 
which is large enough and 
sophisticated enough to han- 
die a recent order for 25,000 
metal desks. 


Howard Skolnik, head of 
the prison industries pro- 
gram for Illinois, discussed 
the current status, and fu- 
ture outlook, for that often 
troubled operation. 

Mlinois’ corrections indus- 
tries program is mandated 
to be self-supporting but 
usually operates heavily in 
the red, requiring appropri- 
ated funds for supplies and 
civilian personnel payrolls. 

There are presently about 
650 inmates working, state- 
wide, in the program, which 
has been budgeted for fiscal 
‘81 for $3.7 million. The 
budget for fiscal year '80, by 
contrast, was $455,000, Skol- 
nik said. 

He said part of the in- 
crease was for start-up costs 
for industry operations at 
new prisons now under con- 
struction ‘at Hillsboro and 
Centralia, and for expansion

aI. “CRY HAVOC” 
“ORY WOLKE! ?: 
NATURE OF 
ENERGY CRISIS. 

‘In 1859 Edwin Drake 
started producing oil from a 
well: in Pennsylvania, and 
the world has been running 
out of oil ever since. 

‘Oil is a ‘‘nonrenewable’’ 
energy source; there’s only a 
certain amount of it on earth. 
The same goes for natural 
gas, coal and uranium. 

‘In 1978, these four finite 
sources supplied about 96 
percent of U.S. energy 
consumption. Almost half 
came from oil and a fourth 
from natural gas. Coal ac- 
counted for 18 percent and 
npclear, 4 percent. Hydro

(water) power and other 
renewable resources sup- 
plied only about 4 percent of 
U.S. energy and 6 percent of 
the world’s energy. 

The current energy 
shortage, howeyer, is not the 
result of the limited supply of 
nonrenewable fuels. Rather, 
it results from the failure of 
production to keep up with 
growing demand because of 
economic, environmental, 
and politieal constraints. 

These constraints make it 
impossible for the United 
States to produce its way out 
of the energy shortage unless 
we curb our demand. 

PRODUCTIVE CAPAC- 
ITY 

Energy supply is usually 
discussed in terms of the 
quantities of discovered fuel 
remaining in the ground, 
called “reserves,” or the 
ultimate size of the energy 
source, called ‘“resources.”” 

However, it is productive 
capacity — the amount that 
can be delivered to each 
home or car or industry each 
day — that is the key figure. 
Oil in the ground might just 
as well be mud if the 
capacity and incentive to 
produce and sell it don't 
exist 

The pace at which wells, 
mines, refineries, and other 
links in the energy chain are 
developed depends partly on 
the price paid by consumers. 
As long as Middle Eastern oil 
was selling at low prices that 
reflected its low production 
costs and was readily 
available, there was little 
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incentive to develop 
domestic alternatives 

Now that imported oil. is 
priced much higher by 
OPEC and its availability is 
unreliable, it is necessary for 
us to use less and to produce 
more costly domestic 
energy. But since no one 
guarantees future prices, 
investments by private 
companies for higher-priced 
sources will lag. 

Price alone doesn’t govern 
the rate of oil production 
Environmental laws and 
impacts on nearby com- 
munities rightly place 
constraints on the rate of 
energy production. 

The world’s proven 
reserves of crude oil total 
about 650 billion barrels, 
enough to last about 30 years 
at current rates of con- 
sumption. ‘‘Estimated 
reserves,” those thought to 
exist but not yet discovered, 

total roughly three 
times as much. 

Yet, even if we created an 
energy company’s dream 
world high prices, no 
environmental laws, and 
lenient government policies 
the rate of growth in 
energy production, 
especially petroleum, would 
still be constrained because 
existing fields are being 
depleted; new ones will be 
smaller, and more difficult 
to locate. 

The most severe con- 
straint, however, is that the 
OPEC nations have learned 
that holding back on oil 
production enables them to 
keep increasing prices as 
consuming nations bid ever 
higher for limited supplies. 

But domestic production 
can’t: grow fast enough to 
meet growing demands. The 
United States now imports 
almost half its oil; if we are 
to cut back on imports from 
an oil-short world market, 
we must practice con- 
servation and develop 
substitutes for oil 

Most of the problems of oil 
production also apply to 
natural, gas, — except 
relatively little natural gas is 
imported. The y to find’’ 
reservoirs have been 

covered and are rapidly 
sing depleted. Even without 
pric controls, — which 
dampen the incentive to 
explore for new sources, it 
will be difficult to find the 
remaining gas as rapidly as 
existing reservoirs are 
depleted.

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feet; its estimated resource, 
about 8,150 trillion cubic feet. 
Proven reserves of gas in the 
United States are about 200 
trillion cubic feet, enough to 
last only 10 years at present 
consumption levels. Even if 
the most optimistic 
estimates of undiscovered 
gas reserves prove true, U.S 
production of natural gas 
will be severely curtailed in 
30 to 50 years.

Coal also illustrates our 
frustrating energy dilemma 
Coal resources are large, 
compared to petroleum, The 
proven U.S. reserves could 
last about 700 years at 
present consumption rates. 
But obstacles to mining it 
and burning it in a socially 
acceptable manner have 
limited its use, and new 
technologies to convert coal 
to electricity and synthetic 
fuels need perfecting. If we 
can solve these en- 
vironmental and_ technical 
efficiency problems, coal 
could supply a growing share 
of our needs well into’ the 
future. 

Nuclear energy is a 
question mark, largely 
because the public fears it, 
especially after the Three 
Mile Island incident.In the 
next two decades the amount 
of uranium in the ground 
isn’t likely to be a limiting 
factor. But, if more efficient 
nuclear plants cannot be 
perfected, nuclear fission is 
a relatively small source of 
energy, no larger than our oil 
and natural gas resources. 

The United States could 
get energy from 
nonrenewable sources yet to 
be developed, such as shale 
oil or tar sands. It is 
estimated that we have 2,000 
billion barrels of oil in shale, 
more than all the crude oil in 
the Mideast. But the shale oil 
poses awesome en- 
vironmental problems, and 
other sources are untested 
and likely to be very ex- 
pensive 

RENEWABLE SOURCES. 

Obviously, our 
nonrenewable energy 
sources are going to run out 
some day. The problem then 
is to develop renewable or 
superabundant sources and 
use our fossil fuels and 
uranium wisely to bridge the 
gap in the meantime. 

There are four potentially 
major sources of ‘‘durable 
energy’’ that should be 
pursued: The nuclear 
breeder, fusion, geothermal 
power, and solar energy 

The nuclear breeder holds 
promise of energy abun- 
dance. A breeder reactor is 
fueled by plutonium-239 
instead of the uranium-235 
used in today’s reactors. 
While a breeder reactor 
operates, it “breeds” more 
of this plutonium fuel from 
uranium-; which is 
abundant. This ‘breeding’ 
of fuel could allow the known 
reserves of uranium to fuel 
breeder reactors for many 
centuries. But development 
of the breeder is clouded by 
concerns over safety, 
proliferation of atomic 
bombs from its fuel, and 
escalating costs 

Fusion power is, in a 
sense, an energy source as 
powerful as the sun in a 


reactor here. on earth 
Fusion could supply an 
almost unlimited amount of 
energy. But after 30 years of 
intensive effort, the scien- 
tific feasibility of fusion has 
yet to be established. For 
now, it’s a long shot 

Geothermal power, usin; 
geyser steam, seems more 
diffuse and difficult to 
harness than the = sun. 
Geothermal sites in the 
United States are scattered, 
and harnessing them 
presents major engineering 
and environmental 
problems 

Solar energy offers the 
best possibility for our high- 
energy civilization to con- 
tinue. Using the sun to heat 
buildings is practical toda’ 
but | harnessing the sun to 
generate electricity on a 
large scale will require all 
our ingenuity. Whether the 
nation rises to that challenge 
may well determine our fate 
in the next century. 

For the moment we are 
short of energy and new 
sources are many years 
away. And the shortages will 
grow if we don’t curb our 
wasteful appetite for energy 
Any policy not rooted in 
programs to conserve 
energy by- making the 
American €conomy more 
energy-efficient is doomed to 
failure.

All that glitters in some options 
may not be gold, silver or oil 


Illinois Secretary of State 
Alan J. Dixon has just 
prohibited three East Coast 
investment firms from doing 
business in Illinois, and has 
issued a warning (o would-be 
*eommodities investors. 

‘The firms and their sales 
personnel are charged with 
tselling unregistered 
‘securities, lack of Illinois 
“Securities sales credentials, 
illegal sale’ of options on 
€ommodity futures con- 
tracts, and gambling under 
‘the Illinois Criminal Code. 

‘The warning from the 
ts€cretary of state Thursday 
‘was that current volatile 
‘international commodities 
markets provide golden 
opportunities for swindlers. 

* Dixon said, ‘Organizations 
“committing this type of 
fraud are highly 
‘professional. They prey on 
“knowledgeable speculators, 
‘offering promise of quick 
‘profits from the rising prices 
of oil, gold, silver and other 
heavily traded commodities. 
‘They do business by 
‘telephone, and their sales 
‘pitch is smooth enough to 
‘fool an experienced investor. 
- “Illinois residents must be 
warned to stay away from 
investment schemes offered 
through unsolicited 
‘telephone calls. 
| “Investment advice should 
tbe accepted only from 
sSources| we know are

The firms Dixon cited 
allegedly have been selling 
options on commodity 
futures contracts for gold 
and silver bullion and crude 
oil. In one case, a Chicago 
resident purchased an option 
to buy 1,000 barrels of crude 
oil in September 1979 for 
delivery in March 1980 for a 
fee of $7,200. 

The lure of such a scheme 
is that if the price of oil rises 
between the date of purchase 
and the delivery date, the 
investor may exercise the 
option and pocket the profit. 

Salesmen tout these option 
deals as sure things, 
professing to have inside 
information that the value of 
the commodity will rise, 
Dixon says. 

Promoters refer to these 
options as ‘‘deferred 
delivery contracts,” ‘‘future 
delivery programs” or 
“personal property con- 
tracts.” 

What the crooked broker is 
after is the option fee, in this 
case $7,200 

Dixon comments: ‘(He can 
get it in three ways. If the 
commodity in fact does not 
increase in value, it’s his by 
contract. If he has chosen to 
truly invest in the com- 
modity in the legitimate 
futures market, the $7,200 is 
profit to him as an un- 
necessary middleman. 

“More likely, however, he 
simply pockets the fee, stalls 
the investor when he calls to 
collect his profit and, 
eventually, disappears.” 

The Illinois secretary of 
state has received com- 
plaints from investors in 
such schemes who have been 
cheated of paper profits in 
excess of half a_ million 
dollars. 

The fees they paid are lost 
unless federal law  en- 
forcement offi are able 
to trace the firms that bilked 
them, Dixon says. 

Sale of such options to buy 
commodity futures has been 
illegal since June 1978 by 
federal law, and Dixon has 


or 


ruled, this sort of transaction 
constitutes gambling under 
Illinois law. 

Persons who wish to invest 
in commodities may do so by. 
purchasing futures on ex- 
changes regulated by the 
government, such as_ the 
Chicago Board of Trade or 
the Chicago Mercantile 
Exchange. 

In most cases, such in- 
vestments involve a smaller 
cash outlay than an option 
scheme. 

However, a futures in- 
vestor may have to lay out 
more cash to support his 
margin contract if the 
market moves below the 
price on the day of purchase, 
and he must take the full loss 
if the commodity does not 
increase’ in value. 

Dixon said, ‘‘As secretary 
of state, I want to do 
everything in my power to 
protect Illinois citizens from 
fraudulent operators. 

“Anyone who receives 
such a proposal should call 
the Enforcement Section of 
the Securities Division of the 
secretary state’s

The pact affecis about 270 
members of the union and 
200 ‘other clerical employees 
who are not in the union but 
who receive the same pay 
seale as the union members. 
“About 60 of the employees 

* jammed the meeting room 
; Friday. night for the 
t ratification by the board. 

The county employees 
staged a two-hour strike Jan. 
17, the day after the county 
board tabled the contract at 
the regular meeting of the 
board due to questions on 
‘whether sufficient funds to 
meet the raises were 
available, ~ + 

The answer given Friday 
night was ‘‘yes’’ and ‘‘no.”” 
Of $500,000 in the new county 
budget earmarked for salary 
increases, raises totaling 
$176,000 already had been 
approved for other unions, 
according to County Board 
Chairman Nelson Hagnauer 
of Granite City, 

Since a significant portion 
of the pact with the clerical 
employees is in a cost-of- 
living adjustment, which will 
change with inflation, the 
precise cost to the county of 
the new cdntract cannot be 
pinpointed, the board was 
told. 

Board Member Fred 
Dalton of Collinsville, who 


originally asked that the 
contract be tabled to allow 
more time to determine the 
cost, said he felt the delay 
was justified, since sub- 
sequent investigation 
showed the county probably 
will overspend the $500,000 it 
has available for salary 
increases and will have to 
dip into contingency funds 
and possibly into money set 


aside for severence pay in 
order to meet the new pay 
scale : 

The ‘new agreement with 
Local 799 was approved on a 
23-1 vote with only Richard 
Worthen of Alton’ voting 
against it. Worthen said he is 
against a nine-cent per $100 
assessed valuation increase 
in taxes to support the new

At will be of great interest to taxpayers to 
see how the Madison County Circuit Court 
resolves the suit filed last week against the 
alleged practice of ‘taxing a tax.”

‘Courtroom drama—top 
Illinois attorney on trial

CHICAGO — The court- 
room was filled. Every 
available seat was taken. 
Every eye was on him 

For Bill Scott, attorney 
general of the state of Tlli- 
nois, it has always been 
thus. He is used to court- 
rooms and being in the pub- 
lic eye 

But not this way. He was 
listening to a man standing 
before a judge and jury and 
talking ‘about ‘‘a secret 
life.” He heard a young, 
testy U.S. attorney call him 
a liar and a cheat. He heard 
his name connected in unsa- 
vory ways with busines: 
tycoons. He listened to im- 
plications that he had aban- 
doned his duties as a public 
servant to gad about the 
world and taste the wine of 
wealth — unlawfully. The 
attorney general of the state 
of Illinois heard the prosecu- 
tor trying to chisel his ca- 
reer from under him. 

Certainly Bill Scott is not 
the first public official to 
face a court. 

He is, however, the first 
incumbent state official to 
be indicted and tried since 
former State Auditor Orville 
Hodge was convicted of em- 
bezzlement in 1956. The man 
who refused Hodge parole, 
the late Gov. Otto Kerner, 
himself went to prison for 
tax evasion, bribery and 
mail fraud. His prede or, 
William Stratton, was ac- 
quitted of tax fraud, adding 
to the courtroom drama of 
Scott’s se, because the 
judge and defense attorneys 
involved in the attorney 
general's trial were princi- 
pals in that case 

“I've got the 
the people around 
world.”” 

That was Bill Scott in bet- 
ter form, addressing a 
crowd of the party faithful 
on the eve of the trial — a 
crowd that included his old 
law school chum, Richard 
Ogilvie. 

He had walked into their 
arms. The stood shoulder to 
shoulder, all the good mem 
bers of the Grand Old Party, 
to give support to their man 
— William Scott, the 
scrapper, the fighter, the 
man they called the best 
attorney general this state 
has ever seen. 

“When the time comes, 
just call on me,” Ogilvie 
told him, along with many 
others who offered them- 
selves as witnesses.

SPRINGFIELD The 
“politics of personality has 
“served James Thompson 
‘well during his first three 
«years as governor of Illinois. 
+ Thompson, in moving to 
the midpoint of his six years 
«as governor, has proven,to 
-be an intelligent, articulate 
“governor who works well 
with others to solve the 
; problems of state govern- 
, ment. 

With a few noticeable 
‘exceptions, he has also been 
;an effective compromiser, 
“resolving differences of 
opinion in a fashion amiable 
to those involved. 

It’s Thompson’s willing- 
ness to compromise which 
offers such a dramatic con- 
trast to his predecessor, 

Dan Walker, the foremost 
practitioner of the politics of 
confrontation. ~ 

Thompson brought other 
worthy personality traits to 
‘the governor’s Office, too. 
He’s fair-minded, friendly, 
and even enjoys a good 
jaugh now and then. 

‘The 11 million residents of 
Illinois could have done 
worse in choosing a gover- 


But these personality 
characteristics do not por- 
tend that Thompson has met 
all expectations or that he is 
rated as an excellent gover- 
nor. 

His critics contend he is 
uninterested in the day-to- 
day operations of state gov- 
ernment. 

Although he reacts well to 
problems, he’s been reluc- 
tant to become involved un- 
less the subjects of dispute 
reach the severe status. 

He’s shown little initiative 
and less imagination in the 
use of his gubernatorial 
powers. 

But it was a touch of 
arrogance which caused 
Thompson the most trouble 
in his first term. 

After promising to veto a 
proposed legislative pay 
raise, the governor waited 
until after his re-election to 
agree to a scheme concocted 
by the legislators and judges 
whereby they would all 
receive hefty salary hikes. 
‘Thompson vetoed the bill, 
all right, but he did so in a 
way to insure that it would 
be overridden. 

The reaction was stagger- 
ing. Citizens protested by

pouring 40,000 tea bags into 
his office (copied from the 
Boston Tea Party during the 
American Revolution), an 
astonishing demonstration. 

The governor finally re- 
lented by having the Legis- 
lature delay a portion of the 
increase, and then publicly 
apologizing in his second in- 
augural address. 

In terms of substantive 
government ‘issues, though, 
the governor’s position on 
the sales tax, has caused his 
most severe problems. 

Although Thompson had 
campaigned on a theme of 
limiting taxes, he proposed 
last year that taxes be in- 
creased to finance. mass 
transit in the metropolitan 
Chicago area and to finance 
highways, in downstate Ili- 
nois. fe 

After balking for a period 
of months, the Legislature 
enacted an increase to six 
cents from five cents in the 
sales tax ‘in Chicago and a 
lesser increase in the sub- 
urbs. 

Republican legislators 
representing suburban Chi- 
cago districts were incensed 
at Thompson’s tax increase 
and mass transit plan. They 

x 


didn’t have long to wait to 
seek revenge 

During the regular legis- 
lative session Democrats 
approved a bill (over GOP 
objections) which phased 
out the sales tax on food and 
medicine, and they prevent- 
ed any other relief measure 
from reaching the gover- 
nor’s desk. 

‘Thompson vetoed the bill. 
But when Democrats mount- 
ed a strong override effort 
— and had many suburban 
Republicans join them — 
Thompson decided a com- 
promise was in order. 

Instead of phasing out the 
sales tax on food over a 
period of years as approved 
by the Legislature, the gov- 
ernor proposed reducing the 
tax by one cent. 

‘Thompson’s tax reduction 
plan was supported by Chi- 
cago Mayor Jane Byrne, 
and the governor’s will 
again prevailed on the Leg- 
islature. 

The politics of the tax 
dispute are fascinating, es- 
pecially the relationship be- 
tween the governor and Chi- 
cago mayor. In an interview 
in Illinois Issues, Thompson 
described Byrne as a 


and backed him up when he

Scott maintains he is inno- 
cent. 

He contends the U.S. at- 
torney for the Northern Dis- 
trict of Illinois, appointed by 
a Democratic president, is 
trying to ruin his career for 
political reasons 

They are, he said, out to 
exact a pound of his political 
flesh. It will be a bloody 
battle. 

Bill Scott is slight. He 
wears boots boosted on the 
heels to add inches to his 
height. He is a remarkably 
young-looking 53. His 
smooth, unwrinkled, his 
getting rapidly, but grace- 
fully, gray 

He is found of blue, proba- 
bly because it makes 
azure eyes even more pierc: 
ing. He is a man whom 
aging Republican women, 
jeweled and furred, can get 
misty-eyed over. He has the 
manicured manner of ar 
used to public adulation ¢ 
soft handshakes. 

He has been a constant in 
state politics. A winner, for 
the most part 

He has staked his reputa- 
tion on integrity. A banker: 
attorney, he won for the 
state a record amount of 
interest on invested public 
money while he served as 
state treasurer 

Before that, as an assist- 
ant prosecutor for the feder- 
al government, he helped 
close down vice-ridden Calu- 
met City. With his cronies, 
he laughs about the 
strippers and such who met 
with justice. partially at the 


“strong creative and reli- 
able partner in| govern- 
ment.” In fact, Thompson 
enjoys better relations with 
Byrne and some of the Chi- 
cago Democrats than he 
does with suburban Republi- 
cans. 

Instead of rallying the 
GOP as the Chicago Demo- 
cratic machine disin- 
tegrates, Thompson has ac- 
centuated the split in the 
Republican party. He did 
not take advantage of Dem- 
ocratic feuding as, for 
example, Republican Gov. 
Richard Ogilvie would have 
done. Although his opinion 
prevailed in the Legislatire, 
the political community 
questions whether he did not 
sow the seeds of discord in 
the GOP in having his sales 
tax plan approved. 

In addition to the political 
ramifications, more than 
half of the state’s residents 
are paying a higher tax than 
they were prior to Thomp- 
son. And Ilinois is saddled 
with an unusual tax struc- 
ture (unique in the 50 states) 
which taxes food at a lesser 
rate than other goods. 

The governor’s controver-

“They don’t have a 
thing,” Scott said as his 
party dwindled down to the 
few hangers-on. ‘So they're 
going to make a soap opera 
out of it.

His mother hugged him and

ever, should, not obscure the 
major accomplishments of 
his administration. 

Without question Thomp- 
son deserves credit for lim- 
iting the growth of spending 
in state government. He 
quickly turned around the 
extremely poor financial 
condition which he had in- 
herited from his predeces- 
sor. 

The focus suddenly shifted 
from whether a tax increase 
was necessary to whether 
the surplus in the treasury is 
large enough to reduce 
taxes. 

Despite his budget work, 
Thompson says his proudest 
accomplishment is his scan- 
dal-free administration. 

‘We run an honest 
government,” he told Illi- 
nois Issues. “‘There is no 
scandal in the Thompson ad- 
ministration ... If you look at 
the record of my adminis- 
tration and the record of my 
predecessor administra- 
tions, every one of them has 
stumbled into some kind of 
scandal. We have not. That 
is my proudest accomplish- 
ment.””

The battling Scott has re- 
peatedly accused Sullivan-of 
having a conflict of interest 
in the case because, in pri- 
vate practice, Sullivan 
represented firms Scott has 
prosecuted. 

I've been accused of so 
many things in this case 
that I’ve lost track,"’ Sulli- 
van reportedly has said. , 

Sullivan took a $50,000 pay 
cut to become U.S. attorney, 

Standing with Sullivan is 
assistant U.S. Attorney 
Jeremy Margolis. At 32, he 
is something of a wonder 
boy. A federal prosecutor 
since 1973, he is theatrical 
and a fighter in the court- 
room. 

Margolis is the man who 
led the 18-month grand jury 
investigation into Scott's 
finances and successfully 
defeated repeated attempts 
to have the probe stopped. 

Margolis’ . biggest previ-' 
ous case was the prosecul- 
tion of Croatian nationalists 
who seized the West Ger- 
man consulate in Chicago in 
1978, 

The third man in the pros- 
ecution’s team is Scott 
Turow. He is 30 years oft 
and a 1978 Harvard Law 
School graduate. He also is 
the author of ‘One L,” ‘a 
best-selling book about his 
first year at law school.
